ash or phosphorous have value 
to 


the farmer on the basis of their per- 
centage purity or content of avail- 
able" plant food, it is of the highest 
importance to understand their per- 
centage strength or unit value. 


A high grade fertilizer is one con- 


seen therefore, may be much cheap- 
er for the farmer than an acid phos- 
phate at 'a lower price per ton, but 
which . contains fewer valuable plant 
fooil units or is, as they say, a lower 
;rado fertilizer.

Fewer- pounds of 
superphosphate :»: 


tertiliaer are used per acre than low 
grade phosphate. For example, 
using a. 45 per cent superphosphate,
